Commission  Acts 

The  Game  Commission,  dis- 
covering many  good  hunting 
lands  no  longer  available,  deter- 
mined to  rectify  the  situation, 
he  said. 

Three  thousand  acres  near 
Saxonburg  surrounding  the  Ralph 
Hay  farm  have  been  set  aside  as 
a training  ground  to  make,  in 
Mr.  Miller's  words,  “sportsmen 
out  of  hunters."  Backed  by  the 
district  Sportsmen's  Association, 
hunters  are  taught  to  track  their 
game  without  breaking  fences 
and  trampling  crops. 

Cooperation  of  farmers  Is  giv- 
“ en  a financial  boost  by  purchase 
by  the  Game  Commission  of  ex- 
cess grain  for  game  feeding.  Ad- 
vice is  given  also  on  soil  con- 
servation. contour  farming  and 
many  essentials  to  better  farm- 
ing for  farmers  permitting  hunt- 
ing on  their  land. 

Since  1947.  3.600  Pennsylvania 
farmers  have  pledged  support  to 


the  Game  Commission  drive. 
This  has  resulted.  Mr.  Miller 
said,  in  both  better  farming  and 
better  hunting.
